It would mean that 
more tourists would come our way 
and would be of great benefit to the 
Maysvlile hotels. A regular schedule 
aervloe is another thing that should 
be taken Into consideration should the 
ferry ayatem change hands and It is to 
be hoped that if there Is a change in 
ownership and management that the 
boat will make regular trips at certain 
times all during the day and until a 
late hour at night. 

The ferry question has been one 
that has been much discussed of late 
the tobacco interests of the city 
especially interested in seeing a 
first-class ferry system for there is 
much tobacco delivered here each sea- 
son from the Ohio district and at this 
evening's meeting the tobacco inter- 
ests will have a special representative 
committee to present their sugges 
tlons as to how the system should be 
Improved.

''THESE COLORED TROOPS 
F006HT LIKE TIGERS" 

Col. William Hayward Praises Deeds 
of His Regiment-Feared 
Hermans. 

New York— San Juan Hill, as the 
colored district of New York city is 
called, put on its holiday dress today 
in honor of the return from France 
In honor of the Three Hundred and 
Sixty-Ninth regiment of negro troops, 
formerly tho Fifteenth regiment of the 
New York National Guard, Colonel 
William Hayward, white, command- 
ing. The troopers arrived on the 
transport Stockholm. 

When the colored fighters saw a 
boat carrying more than a thousand 
of their friends to greet them, they 
gave three cheers, and the famous 
band of New York's own "Black 
Watch" on the Stockholm played 
"There'll Be a Hot Time in the Old 
Town Tonight," followed by popular 
-Southern airs. 

"I am proud of my men," declare! 
Colonel Hayward. "There isn't a brav- 
er and a cleaner lot of men in the 
United States army, or any other 
army. It certainly is a great feeling 
to head an organization of fighters 
which, in addition to having 191 of Its 
members cited for various deeds per- 
formed in action, was also decorated 
as a unit. Our men bore up like true 
soldiers when in the face of greatest 
dangers. There wasn't a single whim- 
per at any time, and they were always 
on the job ready to go wherever di- 
rected, regardless of perils. Our col- 
ored fighters cared less for shell fire 
than any white man that ever breath- 
ed. 

"At one period we were under shell 
fire for 191 days," he continued. "It 
was hell, but those boys faced them, 
and they fought like tigers. We held 
one trench for 91 days without relief, 
and were raided every night, but we 
captured large numbers of prisoners. 
Through the magnamity of the French 
ours was the first unit of Allied fight- 
ers to reach the Rhine. We went down 
as an advance guard of the French 
army of occupation." 

"Bloodthirsty black men" was the 
German Impression of the negro fight- 
era contained in a copy of an official 
report which fell into the hands of the 
Americans, according to Colonel Hay- 
ward.

CITY AND COUNTY 
SHOULD ADOPT SOME 
PLAN OF WORK 

Fiscal Court and City Council Should 
Adopt Definite Program of Work 
For the Year. 

The Municipal Engineering Maga- 
tlne say we should adopt as our motto 
"The Belief In Prosperity Is Its crea- 
tion," and suggest that we start the 
dollar rolllng-and keep It rolling. 

A Burvey was recently conducted by 
their offices to determine the attitude 
of the various cities regarding public 
work and the plans they were making 
along this line. 

Mr. William J. Spaulding, Commis- 
sioner of Public Property of the City 
of Springfield, Mass., says: 

In reply to your Inquiry regarding 
public work under the Jurisdiction of 
the Department of Public Property, 
which may be undertaken bb part of 
the general effort to take up slack In 
labor, our Department has In view the 
completion of a 24-lnch trunk line 
IV* miles in length which will cost 
something over $100,000; also the re- 
placement and enlargement of our 
distribution capacity in the downtown 
district which will cost perhaps $30,- 
000 more. We also expect to make ad- 
ditions and extensions in our electric 
department for taking on commercial 
business, which will cost perhaps $75.- 
000. 

We agree with you that the promo- 
tion of public work Is Important. Per- 
sonally, I feel that while this move- 
ment will help some, it will be alto- 
gether inadequate. We are referred 
to the period immediately succeeding 
the Civil War as evidence that we 
need have no fears for the Immediate 
future. At that time the country had 
vast areas of unoccupied lands to ab- 
sorb all surplus labor. This is now 
practically all gone and unless some 
comprehensive reclamation scheme, 
such aa Mr. Lane has outlined, is vig- 
orously pushed, I look for a great deal 
of unemployment.
